“814” flag. In great white figures this 
number appears on a field of blue, and 
the entire flag is bordered with red.

Manufactur- 
ers declare that the boxes made from 
Spanish cedar, a wood which ts rarely 
seen outside of Cuba, is’ the best for 
packing the seductive weed. 

Various woods have been tried, but 
wherever used connoisseurs have pro- 
tested that even the finest of cigars 
were spoiled by putting them in boxes 


made from other wood than Spanish | 


cedar. This wood always retains the 
flavor of a good cigar, and some assert 
that it greatly improves the flavor. 
The reason given is that the Spanish 
cedar grows only in that soil which 
produces the finest quality of what is 
known as Havana tobacco.—Washing-

A SOARING SKYSCRAPER 
Six Stories Without Foundation is 
Unique Departure In Building 

in New York one of the most unique 
departures in building construction ev- 
er attempted is im progress. The 
twelve story building of the Consolid- 
ated Gas Company now being erected 
at Fifteenth street and Irving place 
has gix stories that are practically 
soaring in midair without foundation, 

The Engineering News explains the 
phenomenon as follows: 

As the old building is not strong 
enough to bear this additional weight 
jit was decided to suspen. six of the 
; Seven additional stories from heavy 
| Sirders, the girders themselves  be- 
{ing supported on steel columns 260 
feet high, reaching to the ground, 
| alongside the old building. The sev- 
j enth additional story rests on the 
| cirders, 

The largest girde-s are sixty-thre> 
feet long, eight fee. deep, and weigh 
_forty tons each. They are rt an ele 

vation of 250 fect above Fifteenth 
| street, The eight girders, having a 

total weight of 300 tens were conveyed 
to the feot of Fast Fiftee.th street on 
lone lighter. They were carried sing- 
| ly from there to the job on trucks of 
special constru¢for each drawn by 
thirty-four horses. The truck wheels 
were of steel and had eighteen-inch 
treads. The girder were unloaded 
from the trucks and placed upon the 
streelL by means of a large tec: stiff- 
leg derrick with a seventy-7oot boom, 
installed on the nineteen.. floor of 
the new building. The girders were 
lifted one at a time, by this same 
derrick and placed in their -espective 
positions. The actual hoisting and 
placing of the girder> required twelve 

Lours, distributed cver Aug. 1 to 3; 
‘the last girder, weighing forty tons, 
being lifted and placed in twelve min- 
utes. 

The uplift at the outer end. of the 
| derrick sills was take. by steel 

beams and one and one-fourth-inch 
| steel cables, the latter carried down | 
five stories and there attached to the 
columns at their intersection with the 
floor girders.
